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THE SECOND COMING OF JESUS 


Highlights of a sermon preached in Middletown, Ohio by Rev. J. R. Davis, 
Sunday, November 12, 1939 


James 5:8 


TS second coming of Jesus is the 
fundamental principle of all Chris- 
tian religion. Paul said, “If Christ be not 
risen, ye are yet in your sins.” The sec- 
ond coming of Jesus is mentioned more 
than any other subject in the New Testa- 
ment. It is mentioned directly or indi- 
rectly 496 times. The Apostle Paul ex- 
horted the Corinthians to comfort one an- 
other with these words. 


The Prophet Joel said, “Blow ye the 
trumpet in Zion, and sound an alarm in 
my holy mountain, that the day of the 
Lord is near at hand.” 


The Prophet Zephaniah said, ‘“Alas— 
Alas the day of the Lord is at hand, even 
the voice of the day of the Lord.” James 
tells us that the husbandman waiteth for 
the precious fruits of the earth and waits 
for the early and latter rain. Then he ex- 
horts the Christians to be patient for the 
coming of the Lord draweth nigh. 

The second coming of Jesus is the 
Christian’s hope. Titus calls it a glori- 
ous appearing, and it will be a glorious 
appearing for those who are ready. Enoch, 
the seventh man from Adam, prophesied 
that the Lord will come with ten. thou- 
sand saints. 

Let us call your attention to the 
prophecy of His first coming. In Gene- 
sis 49:10, Jacob was blessing his sons and 
telling their future and as he came to 
Judah he said, “The sceptre shall not de- 
part from Judah, nor a law giver from 
between his feet, until Shdoh come; un- 
to him shall the gathering of the people 
be.” Truly this was fulfilled at the com- 
ing of Jesus. Our Lord sprang from the 
tribe of Judah. 

Now if you do not believe the second 
coming doctrine as taught in the Bible 
then tear out the passage that tells of His 
first coming. I appeal to you if the evi- 
dence and the witnesses are unimpeached 
in the first part of the case, how are you 
going to impeach the same witnesses in 
the second part of the case? Let us notice 
again in the gospel of Isaiah, 7:14, “Be- 
hold a virgin shall conceive and bear a 
son, and shall call his name Immanuel.” 
In Micah 5:2, at Bethlehem all these 
prophecies I am going to mention are 
speaking about the movements of Jesus 
Christ up to and after His second ad- 
vent. Jeremiah 31:15 speaks of the 
children being killed. Hosea 11:1, “Called 
out of Egypt” has reference to the time 
when the angel told Joseph to take Mary 
and the young child and flee into Egypt. 

Doctor Kleckler, while traveling in 
the country of Egypt, tells the story of 
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how he and his party camped near a well. 
While they were resting, a guide walked 
up and asked, “Do you know the history 
of this well?” They replied, “We do not 
know the history as we are from the 
United States.” The guide said, “The 
water in this well was once bitter, but 
when Joseph, Mary, and the Babe Jesus 
passed by and camped on this spot of 
ground, it is said that Mary washed some 
of the garments of Jesus in this water and 
it has been sweet ever since.” 

As I speak to you tonight, I feel His 
presence now, knowing that if we have 
His Spirit with us and in us, we too, will 
be changed and all things become new to 
us and our lives will be a blessing to 
others. 

In Zechariah 9:9 we notice the proph- 
ecy concerning His entry into Jerusalem. 
These prophecies were fulfilled to a jot 
and tittle. 

Zechariah 13:7 speaks of His 
forsaken by His disciples. 

Zechariah 11:12 speaks of His being 
sold for thirty pieces of silver. 

Zechariah 13:7 speaks of the potters’ 
field being bought. 

Isaiah 50:60 says that He would be spit 
upon and scourged. 

Exodus 12:46 and Psalms 34:20 says 
that not a bone should be broken. 

Psalms 69:12 says that gall and vine- 
gar should be given Him. 

Psalms 22 says that His hands and feet 
should be pierced and His garments 
parted. 

Isaiah 53 told of His suffering and re- 
jecting His patience and His death. 

All of these prophecies foretelling the 
first coming of Christ were fulfilled to 
the “letter.” I am speaking of the doc- 
trine based upon. the infallibility of God’s 
Word which infallibility foretold the 
first coming. Why not believe it when 
it tells of His premillennial second ad- 
vent. You must take the Bible as a whole 
and believe it or you must be like the Sa- 
tanic cults and agents of the country, 
“tear it up.” 

Where is Jesus Christ now? The cru- 
cifixion guaranteed His resurrection and 
the resurrection guaranteed the ascension. 
In 1 John 2:1 we read, ‘‘ We have an ad- 
vocate with the Father, Jesus Christ the 
righteous.” He is at the right hand of the 
Father making intercession for you and 
for me. I believe the Bible when it told 
me He would come the first time. I be- 
lieve the Bible when it tells me where 
He is now, what He is doing, and what 
He is going to do; namely, that He is 
coming for me. He said, “I will come 


being 


again and receive you unto myself.” 

In John 14:1, 2, the Scripture teaches 
that Jesus is coming again. In Luke 1:32 
it says, “He shall be great and shall be 
called the’Son of the highest: and the 
Lord God shall give unto him the throne 
of his father David; and he shall reign 
over the house of Jacob forever: and of 
his kingdom there shall be no end.” An- 
gels announced His birth and sang the 
grandest song the world has ever heard. 
That chorus was “Glory to God in the 
highest.” 


In studying God’s Word, we find that 
the angels have always played an impor- 
tant part in announcing His visits to 
earth. In the first chapter of the Acts of 
the Apostles we notice angels announcing 
His second coming, and Luke tells us 
that when He comes the second time He 
will bring all the holy angels with Him. 
At His first coming He came to His own 
and His own received Him not, but as 
many as did receive Him He gave them 
power to become the sons of God. The 
first time He came the soldiers gambled 
for His clothes, but at His second coming 
He shall be clothed in power and majesty. 
At His first coming He became obedient 
unto death, even the death of the cross. 
At His second coming, Paul tells us He is 
going to find a company of saints who 
will admire Him and who will love His 
appearing. John tells us in Revelation 
that when Jesus was last seen He was 
walking in the midst of seven golden 
candlesticks, clothed with a garment 
down to the foot and girt about the paps 
with a golden girdle and He had in His 
right hand seven stars and out of His 
mouth went a sharp twoedged sword and 
His countenance was as the sun shining 
in the brightness of His strength and that 
He laid His hand upon John and said, . 
“Fear not, I am the first and the last: 
I am he that liveth and was dead! and 
behold I am alive forever more, Amen; 
and have the keys of hell and of death.” 
His second advent will be “Behold he 
cometh with clouds.” Rev. 1:8. He will 
come in midair. Paul describes His sec- 
ond advent in 1 Thess. 4:16-18, “For the 
Lord himself shall descend from heaven 
with a shout, with the voice of the arch- 
angel, and with the trump of God: and 
the dead in Christ shall rise first: then we 
which are alive and remain shall be 
caught up together with them in the 
clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: and 
so shal] we ever be with the Lord. Where- 
fore comfort one another with these 
words.” 

He is coming in person, in bodily form. 
Are we prepared to meet Him tonight? 
If not, will you come to His altar and 
confess your sins? He is ready and willing 
to forgive all who come unto Him. Come 
repenting; come confessing and forsak- 
ing your sins, and He will abundantly

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A GREAT deal has been said by different 
religionists as to the title that should be 

used with respect to the third person in the 
Trinity. Many use the title “Holy Ghost.” Some, however, use 
the title “Holy Spirit.” There has been a feeling by some of those 
who use the title “Holy Ghost” that those who use the title 
“Holy Spirit” are out of order in doing so, that such a title is 
used only because of pride, while on the other hand, those who 
use the title ‘““Holy Spirit” many times feel that those who use 
the title “Holy Ghost” are not

case there in the presence of God, and the Holy Ghost, another 
Comforter, another one to stand in our stead, may abide in us 
here to transport our message from this end of the line, another 
Comforter to be with us. What a beautiful picture, that after 
all earthly help has failed we have One upon whom we can rely, 
one of the Godhead, in whom lies all power both in heaven and 
in earth, to represent and defend us. 
The Powers Gus have thought that adhering to Chris- 
That Be tianity would make one rebellious of earth- 
ly government, but rebellion to earthly gov- 
ernment is certainly adverse to the spirit of Christianity. Jesus 
Himself taught that we should render to Caesar the things that 
are Caesar’s and unto God the things that are God’s. Paul also 
taught in Rom. 13:3, “For rulers are not a terror to good 
works, but to the evil.” And still again, in verse 4, “For he is 
the minister of God to thee for good.” Verse 5 clinches the 
thought even more firmly when it says, “Wherefore ye must 
needs be subject.” The better Christian a person is, the better 
citizen he will be for the Spirit of God and the Word of God 
do not cause one to be rebellious. It makes him a better citizen 
than he was before he accepted Christianity. 

If any of the Bible writers had a right to be rebellious to 
government perhaps it was Peter.and yet Peter says in his first 
epistle, the 2nd chapter and 13th verse, “Submit yourselves to 
every ordinance of man for the Lord’s sake, whether it be to 
the king, as supreme; or unto governors, as unto them that are 
sent by him for the punishment of evildoers, and for the praise 
of them that do well.” It might also be well to notice that the 
Apostle Peter suggests that the children of God bestow honor 
upon those who are over us even in the political world, for in 

verse 17 he says, “Honor all 
m men. Love the brotherhood. Fear 





giving the proper reverence to @ 
Him, all because the word 
“ghost” has been associated with 
spook stories. There is no differ- 
ence, however, in the titles 
“Holy Ghost” and “Holy 
Spirit.” These titles are identical. 
When Jesus gave up the ghost, 
He gave up the spirit, and His 
spirit or His ghost is a Holy 
Spirit or Holy Ghost. 


One of the great titles of the 
third person of the Godhead is 
the word “Comforter.” By this 
title Jesus referred to Him when 
He said, “I will send you another 
Comforter.” The word “Com- 
forter” sets this wonderful being 
aside as the Supernatural Para-

While Jesus was upon the earth, He was the natural and 
the divine, which combination became a mediator or an ad- 
vocate. Upon His departure He told His disciples that He 
would not leave them by themselves or without someone 
to represent them, that He would send another Comforter. 

However, John speaks of Him, 1 John 2:1, as an “ad- 
vocate,” a word that is taken from the same Greek word 
as “comforter.” Since Jesus has ascended to the Father and 
is forever at the right hand of God making intercession for us, 
He is the Advocate, the Consoler, or Lawyer, who pleads our 
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ing,” these words appeared in 

a recent religious periodical: “The average person today, with 
all the centralized schools, public libraries, universities, schools 
of all sorts, is not as well educated as people were fifty years 
ago. The average graduate of the public high school cannot 
write a letter of a hundred words without misspelling words, 
bumbling the punctuation, confusing capitalization, and mak- 
ing various other errors.

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Transcribing and Proofreading Department 


One of the more important depart- 
ments of the Church of God Publishing 
House is the transcribing department. Ev- 
ery week hundreds of letters containing 
reports, requests, testimonies, obituaries, 
and the like, pour into this department. 
For the most part they are all written in 
longhand and before they can be used 
have to be typewritten, double-spaced, so 
they can be corrected and abridged. Much 
of this material cannot be used at all in 
the form that it comes to the office, and 
has to be reconstructed, punctuated, and 
paragraphed to make the composition 
presentable. We have done our best to use 
all such material, and special attention is 
given to reports, notices, and requests. 

This department, even though called 
the transcribing department, has many 
other duties that fall upon it. Here all 
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the transcribing department. Her service 
of the proofreading for the Publishing 
House is done. At the present time our 
Lighted Pathway, the Church of God 
Evangel, eight state papers, and the 
Sunrise Crusader, published by Rev. 
Goolsby of Chattanooga, are periodicals 
that are published at your Publishing 
House. Added to this is our vast output 
of Sunday School literature, books that we 
print for others and for ourselves, -song 
books for five different music compan- 
ies, and a multitude of job work. All of 
this passes through the transcribing of- 
fice three times. The first time it is 
transcribed and corrected. The second 
time it is proofread on galley after it has 
been set up by the linotype operators. The 
third time the page proofs are read to be 
sure that all corrections have been made. 


This is to maintain the high grade of 
work that the Church of God Publishing 


House has a reputation of doing. 


Besides the work of transcribing and 
proofreading, this department takes care 
of the ordering of materials for the print- 
ing department, bookkeeping department, 
and the sales department, which requires 
considerable typing in addition to the 
regular transcribing work. This depart- 
ment also takes care of the secretarial 
work of the Music Editor. 

As you look at the picture, the lady on 
the left is Mrs. Cletta (Wales) Walker, 
originally of Louisiana. Mrs. Walker 
has been with the Church of God 
Publishing House for approximately eight 
years, all of which time she has been in
